1.  I believe  that  the  persona  contacted  did  in  fact  see  something  and 
that  all  >ri.tnesses  vere  reliable  to  a degree*  Ihe  fact  that  all  agreed 
on  the  time  of  the  sitting,  the  area  of  sighting,  the  colors  of  li^ts, 
the  oblong  shape,  the  fact  that  the  object  apparently  had  lacked  sound 
generating  capabilities  and  finally  they  all  agreed  on  the  basic  flight  . 
direction,  all  these  facts  tend  to  strengthen  the  fact  that  the  UFO  was 
in  fact  a DG-3  in  flight  over 'the  city* 

a.  The  wind  at  the  time  of  the  incident  was  west  south  west  at  about 
fifteen  knots*  Since  tliis  would  tend  to  blow  the  sound  away  from  the 
sighting  area,  this  would  answer  the  questions  on  the  lack  of  sound. 

b*  Since  an  overhead  pattern  is  flown  by  the  airlines  arriving  at 
the  Bloomington  airport  at  night,  and  since  these  patterns  are  made  at 
a relatively  low  altitude  in  order  to  determine  the  wind  direction  and 
landing  runway,  these  facts  would  account  for  the  changes  in  direction, 
the  low  slow  speed  of  the  object  and  since  the  aircraft  are  descending 
for  landing,  they  usually  have  power  reduced  in  order  to  lose  airspeed 
and  descend  into  the  oattem* 

c*  Bia  slty  condition  on  the  night  of  the  incident  was  overcast  and 
ragged.  Under  these  conditions  it  is  almost  impossible  to  detenainc  the 
shape  of  the  object  while  in  flight.  Ihe  lights  of  the  city  reflecting 
on  the  bottom  of  the  object  in  question,  could  and  usually  do  present 
to  the  viewer,  a strange  contrast  of  light  and  shadow  effect. 

d.  XiiS  lX!-3  operated  by  the  Ozark  Airlines,  arrives  at  tiie  Bloomington 
airpert  each  night  at  about  1850  hours  OST*  On  the  night  in  question, 

the  airlines  was  2$  minutes  late  as  evidenced  by  the  Ozark  operations 
log.  This  information  places  the  airliner  over  the  city  of  Normal,  Illinois 
at  the  precise  time  of  the  UFO  sighting.  The  standard  lighting  configura- 
tion of  the  OC-3  is  comparable  to  that  of  the  UFO  when  viewed  from  various 
angles.  The  question  of  the  Blue  light  is  solved  when  you  consider  the 
fact  that  blue  is  quite  easily  mistaken  for  green  at  night.  Atmospheric 
conditions  at  ni^t  can  cause  colors  to  bo  mistaken  by  the  bending  and 
absorbing  of  light  rays. 

e.  I feel  that  most  vrLtnesses  were  reliable  until  facts  became  con- 
fused fantasy  as  in  the  case  of  Steve  Simpson.  Prior  to  his  sitting  of 
the  l‘?0,  ha  admitted  that  he  was  vary  familiar  with  the  sightings  in 
Michigan,  Kis  testimony  on  the  antennaes  was  revealed  two  days  after 
tlie  original  sighting.  Also  comments  on  "hovering  right  overhead,  star- 
ing at  us,  blinking  its  light  at  us,  running  away  as  v;e  ran  toward  it, 
etc,",  are  added  as  after  thought  since  ho  stated  originally  that  the 
object  flaw  from  the  soulhwest  to  the  northeast  and  then  descended  out 
of  si^t,  Uio  more  a witness  talked  about  the  sigh'ting,  the  more  the 
sequence  of  events  became  and  the  more  the  additional  fantasies  were 
included.  For  example,  Mrs  Simpson  had  to  disagree  vdth  her  son  on  the 
nvunber  of  lights,  the  colors  of  lights  and  the  flight  path  of  the  object 
after  he  had  changed  his  original  testimony.
